President John G. Shortall of the Humane 
Society, had this to say to-day of the 
action of the organization in stopping the 
coursing: 

“We sent our officers to arrest any per- 
sons who might altempt to have gers 
ing. We have no quarrel, mor has t 
State of Iinois, with anysperson who « 
stroys mercifully a ilfe he owns, but to 
torture an animal to death Is forbidden by 
the laws of Illinois. It is certainly great 
torture and an unnecessarily cruel act to 
cause the death of an animal set on sim- 
ply for se-called sport. It is a lawlees, de- 
moFralizing sort of entertainment and ought 
not to be countenanced.”’
